Continuation of 13. Other: All rejections are maintained for reasons of record except with respect to the deposit of ATCC PTA- 
1640. Applicant has provided copies of the documentation from the parent application which issued with claims reciting this deposit. As 
such, this deposit has been made irrevocably available. In particular, applicant's comments regarding basis for "sample" in original claims 
42, 49, and 56 are not persuasive. These claims are not original claims and the present claim listing uses incorrect claim identifiers 
(original, amended, etc.). While ipsis verbis support is not required, basis for the concept is. A "contacting a sample" is a broader 
concept than "contacting a polypeptide." Particular examples of samples do not provide support for the generic concept now claimed. 
Applicant's arguments concerning "at least 15 contiguous amino acids" are not persuasive. The portions of the specification pointed to 
refer to a biologically active fragment. This is not a limitation of the claims.
